West German industrialists are reported; to be interested in assisting 
in the development of the Bukit As am arid Sawah Lur.t n coal mines. A 
team of German experts, recently in t-hr-j area, are quoted as saying 
that i h« coal deposits in Central and South Sumatra are extensive 
enough to uake this region the largest coal-producing center in Southeast 
Asia. These sources assert that output, of the Bukit Asam mines 
could be raised to between 1.5 and two million tons annually, meeting 
Indonesia r s industrial requirements and permitting increased exports. 

They placed the resources of the Gnbilin mines at 200 million tons. 

German interest apparently arises from the fact, that coal from these 
mines is especially suited for chemical industry purposes. 
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
